One 
of dhe main reasons for its unjustilied fiilure was the 
fuct that television was the worst [onm of visual 
medium an which it could hive been shown. 

To see the film, as PF have done, in its true aspect, it 
is necessary to see lt on a larger screen and in the 
nhoosphere af a lancer audience cather than a small 
family grouping. The absence of two other very 
impartunt elements reduced the appeal of the fib 
immensely, Firsily, colwur plays a very prominent part, 
and the quality of the photography coupled with the 
super colour was entirely lost on the BAW. 1, 
showing, Secondly, and perhaps even more important 
the heneth of the film had been greatly reduced to fit

Mystery Tour". So some of these acid-penned critics didn't dig, but the fact is 


that the weight of fans’ opinions is well on the side of the Beatles...

eredit given for the way they really tried to do som ething different, 


But the Beatles have always been criticised 
by one section or other of che COM munity. 
Or just plain put down, Go back a couple of 
years, to February of 1966, when the big 
controversy wast about good old George 
Harrison getting married to Patti Boyd, 
the knockers suggesting that this ¥WWAS the 
final straw and that the boys must lose a 
lat of fans, 

We remember one letter sent in by a fan— 
a note that summed up che feelings of all 
Beatle people. The writer said that Bearle 
fans Were always pleased to see their idols 
hippy; that George's private life is quite 
apart from his Geacles' life; and that it was 
George Harrison who got married, not 
Gearge Beatle. 

Fair enough. And the way the boys have 
gone fram strength to strength since then, 
despice all the rumour-mongers, shows that 
they da command a loyalty on fans which 
hardly anyone else can match, 

Still, lec’s stick to February two years 
ago for a while. The Beatles, generally 
speaking, wore getting over a holiday break. 
The Lennons and the Scares had been away, 
while Paul was enjoying himself on the Lon- 
don club scene, 

There was one session in a London club, 
the Scotch of St. James (then one of the big 
“in” places) where Stevie Wonder, then 
aged fifteen, did a late-night show. Paul, 
even Chen dwarfed by the man they called 
“Little Stevie", thoroughly enjoyed the 
show and explained how the Tamla scene 
was very much his favourice listening when

he was at home. This show became one 
gigantic rave... Keith Moan en drums, 
Chris Farlowe and Charlie Foxx on vocals 
backing Stevie on “Up Tight", and Georgie 
Fame playing organ. Try to get thac little 
loc together for a gig and it would cost a 
fortune. And that's not counting the assis- 
tance Paul gave with his hand-clapping! 
What amused Paul during this particular 
menth was that one of the pirate stations, 
Radio London, was being inundated wich 
letters COMPLAINING about the number 
of cover versions coming out on the Beatles’ 
then current LP. "Michelle" and “Girl" 
were the mose covered tracks. Paul was 
amused simply because the boys themselves 
didn’t mind a bit that so many other groups 
and singers found Beatle material so irresis- 
tible. Anyway, “Rubber Soul" was undis- 
putably top of the LP charts, “Help” was 
still in the Top Ten in the same department 
—and, of course, the single was "We Can 
Work le Out", coupled with “Day Tripper”, 


TOO LIVELY 


But Ringo was on a bit about the Top Ten 
of the day. And perhaps he had a reason for 
suggesting it wasn't too lively. The top ten 
hames were Nancy Sinatra (with “Boors''), 
Crispian St, Peters, Overlanders, Rolling 
Stones, Cilla Black, Mindbenders, Herb 
Alpert, Spencer Davis, Len Barry and Sandie 
shaw. As Ringo predicted, some of these 
have vanished fram the scene. Mind you, 
there was nothing nasty im his criticism— 
he just made it clear that he really didn't 
think some of the hit-makers had any great 
lasting quality. 

What was noticeable about the scene, ac 





this time, was that certain artists felt it 
necessary to boost their own talents by 
apen-mouthed bragging about their exploics, 
lt was started by P. J. Proby, who was really 
in a class of his own when it came to personal 
trumpet-blowing, And Crispian St. Peters 
joined him... hailed as “just another pint. 
sized Proby”. 

The Beatles have never had to indulge in 
this sore of ching. When their “Magical 
Mystery Tour was panned recently, they 
didn't ery out that THEY were right and 
everybody else was wrong. They simply 
accepted with dignity thar ic hadn't gone as 
planned, in terms of reaction, specially in 
the national papers. This is the hall-mark of 
big stars, Instead, though, a couple of years 
ago we even had the unedifying sight of the 

ruch complaining that the ec Pouig Union's 
version of “Girl” was terrible... despite 
the fact that the Beatles original was clearly 
much better than any of them, 

Another point: the Beatles have stuck 
together, as a foursome. Even today, 
people are trying to splic them up. “AAAH, 
John's deing a solo film part’... “AAAH, 
Ringo’s broken away on his own in movies". 
Bue it was more from the other groups that 
the changes came, and still come. John Steel 
left the Animals, this February of 1966, and 
eventually the whole group disintegraced, 
despite hit records and success. 


NEW SINGLE 


We ran into Ringo in Shaftesbury Avenue 
at the time when everybody was panicking 
about a new single from the Beatles. Ringa 
played it cool. He said: “Well, our habit is 
to walt until the very last moment and when 
we know we've GOT todo something abour 
it, we get down to work. John and | are 
trying to think about ideas but we ger 
tagether in the lave afterneon and then the 
callie on and so it all comes to nothing.” 

This was precey much the routine until 
the Beatles all got together again. They took 
the month off, relaxed, prepared themselves 
for a hectic spell yet to come. George and 
Paccl, meanwhile, were enjoying themselves 
an the beaches of Barbados on a haneymoon 
that was far from quiet. Photographers 
from the world’s press followed them round 
and It says much for the Harrisons’ patience 


that nobody was whacked or had a camera 
smashed for causing so much intrusion. 

In America, despite the lack of activity 
in the Beatle recording studios, they found 
their own way out of trouble, As a follow-up 
to “Day Tripper”, they released “Nowhere 
Man", backed with “Drive My Car™ (both 
from “Rubber Soul") but not released on the 
Capitol release of che album. 


BEATLE FILM 


During February, 1966, a Beatle film was 
alsa in the mews. On March 1, the BBC-TY 
peaple were to show the Beatle spectacular 
filmed at the massive Shea baseball stadium 
in America, Wo were invited to a special 
showing and were most impressed by the 
incredibly exciting performance by the bays 
of ten different songs. j 

What ia the Beatles themselves o 
couple of years ago was a release by Mary 
Wells, long-time favourite girl singer of the 
boys. It was called “Love Songs To The 
Beatles’ and featured “He Loves You", 
“All My Loving’, “Please Please Me", “Do 
You Want To Know A Secret”, “Can't Buy 
Me Lave”, “| Should Have Known Beccer™, 
“Help’, “Eight Days A Week", “And | 
Love Him", "Ticket To Ride", “Yesterday”, 
“| Saw Him Scanding There”. By chis cime 
Mary had gone fram the Tamla Motown label 
and fund's new distinctive style. For the 
boys, this album was every bit as strong as 
the Keely Smith “Beatles Songbook” album 
which previously was a great favourite of 
theirs, 

So, basically, February of 1766 was a 
rather slow rmoonth for the Beatles. Come 
to that, the February of 1967 was cao, 
Come to that, sais this month. The Beatles 
have always tended to start off a New Year 
slawly, finding peak farm araund the early 
summer and generally ending with a big 
flourish towards the end of the year.
